a. Some of the machines are old German and Hungarian machines, others are modern 
end of Czech and Bast German origin, 

b* The electric motors are supplied by the Ganz Blectrotechnical factory 
(VlllamoBs^gi Gy^r), 

c. On the whole the machines are in a vary good condition, 

6, Transportation 

a. The factory is connected with BudapQst»*Jozsefvaros freight station by two 
industrial tracks (No, 39). 

b. The majority of the railroad lines inside the factory area are standard- 
gauge. A broad-gauge track (no, 39 a) runs to the People* « Park (Kepliget) 
where the railroad cars and locomotives produced for the Soviet Union are 
tested and taken over by the Soviet Commission, 

c. There are sliding platforms and a large number of cranes. 

d. The locomotives and railroad cars for the Soviet Union are broad-gauge* 

After having been handed over to th^ Soviet Commission they are modified to 
standard— gauge and transported to Zahony where they are again refitted to 
broad-gauge.
